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MANY OF US, when thinking of 
preserved Sopwith machines, prob- 
ably think immediately of the Camel 
and the Snipe, the Pup and, perhaps, 
the Triplane. Let us begin then, by 
reminding ourselves that in the Fleet 
Air Arm Museum, Yeovilton, Somer- 
set, valiant efforts are being made to 
rebuild —from the remains of the 
Nash/Sopwith Baby seaplanes serials 
8214 and 8215, a machine for display 
which will bear the serial 8214 when 
completed. Bruce Robertson’s in- 
valuable book tells us that one 
hundred were constructed, serialled 
8118-8217, some with the 110hp 
others with the 130hp, Clerget, after 
the first five only had been given the 
100 hp GnoOme Monosoupapes. 

In England we are fortunate in 
having, at the Imperial War Museum, 
Lambeth Road, the Sopwith 2F.1 
Camel N6812 built by Sopwith 
Aviation with 150 hp BR1 engine and 
in this machine the Canadian Lt. 
D. S. Culley (later Grp Cpt RCAF) 
shot down the Zeppelin L.53 north 
of the island of Ameland on 11th 
August, 1918, having taken off 
from a lighter in the North Sea. For 
the Royal Air Force Museum, 
Hendon, the Fl Came/ F6314 ‘B’, 
built by Boulton Paul Ltd, is 
the former Nash Collection machine, 
once serialled H508 (a Snipe serial).

AS WITH the Panzer divisions’ in- 
signia illustrated last month, the di- 
visional signs shown in this article 
were normally painted in yellow, 
sometimes in white and in Russia, 
even in black to show up against 
camouflage. In the case of Gross 
Deutschland Pz Gren. Div., the em- 
blem could be either solid or outline, 
both styles being used in Russia. In 


— 
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addition to the divisional insignia, 
German vehicles also carried arm-of- 
service marks in yellow outline (white 
in Africa). Some of these are shown 
above: a) motorised infantry; b) as- 
sault gun; c) armoured car; d) anti- 
tank; e) engineers; f) towed artillery; 
g) S.P. artillery; h) S.P. flak.

AFRIKA KORPS-— more correctly 
the Deutsches Afrika Korps (DAK) - 
consisted of XV and XXI Pz Divs., 
90th Light Div., and Recce Units 3, 
33 and 580. (The entire German- 
Italian forces in North Africa were 
called the Panzerarmee Afrika.) The 
famous emblem of this Korps ap- 
peared most often on the front super- 
structure of tanks, along with the 
division sign, but sometimes ap- 
peared on the side superstructure 
near the front. On soft-skinned ve- 
hicles, it often appeared with a black 
rectangular background on the cab 
doors. Several variants of the em- 
blem were in common use. 





XV PANZER DIVISION. The Divi- 
sion was formed towards the end of 
1940 from X XXIII Infantry Division 
and sent to North Africa where it 
took part in most of the battles. The 
Division ceased to exist after the 
Axis defeat in Tunis, but a Pz Gren. 
Div. of the same number was formed 
later, and saw service on the Eastern 
Front.

XXIV PANZER DIVISION. This 
Division was originally formed as the 
V Light Division, and arrived in 
Tripoli as the spearhead of the Afrika 
Korps. Towards the end of the year 
the Division became XXI Pz Div.., 
and as such, played a part in all the 


major battles in North Africa. After 
defeat in Africa, the Division was re- 
formed in Europe in 1944 and under 
XV Army, was stationed near Le 
Havre. It was the armoured for- 
mation nearest to the D-Day beaches 
and attacked in the Caen area, losing 
25 per cent of its tanks. On June 7th, 
with XII SS Pz Div., it again attacked 
the beachhead without success. Later 
coming under 84th Corps, the Divi- 
sion continued to see action in the 
Caen area, and incurred heavy losses 
when the Americans broke through.

XLIV (Hoch - und - Deutschmeister) 
REICHSGRENADIER DIVISION. 
The original division of this number 
was lost at Stalingrad, and a new 
division was formed in 1943, mainly 
from Austrians, and sent to Italy 
where it occupied a position in the 
centre of the Reinhard Line. It was 
involved in the heavy fighting around 
Cassino the following year. 





65th INFANTRY DIVISION. After 
service in Russia this Division was 
sent to Italy at the end of 1943, and 
opposed the 8th Army on the eastern 
side of the Italian peninsular under 
XIV Army. On the fall of Rome, the 
Division suffered heavy casualties in 
the retreat to the Gothic Line and 
was accordingly withdrawn from the 
front line. Later, it was engaged in 
the battles of the autumn and winter. 


7ist INFANTRY DIVISION. Part of 
VI Army for the attack on Stalingrad, 
this Division was lost there on the 
surrender. It was reformed and ap- 
peared in Italy early in 1944 on the 
Gustav Line. By May 18th, the Divi- 
sion, which had appalling losses, had 
withdrawn to the Adolf Hitler Line 
and was reported to consist of 100 
infantrymen. The Division was re- 
formed again, and in mid-July, sent 
to the eastern side of the Italian 
peninsular where it considerably de- 
layed the advance of the Allies. 
o 


94th INFANTRY DIVISION. Taking 
part in the drive to the Don in the 
summer of 1942, this Division was 
also destroyed at Stalingrad. An- 
other Division with the same num- 
ber was formed in France in early 
1943 and transferred to Italy as part 
of X Army in mid-October. It oc- 
cupied a sector of the Gustav Line 
and took part in the winter battles 
of 1943-4. 
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164th INFANTRY DIVISION. In 
spring 1941, this Division took part 
in the attack on Greece under XII 
Army as part of XXX Korps. In July 
1942, it was sent by air from Crete to 
North Africa, where it was thrown 
into the first battle of Alamein. As 
the 164th Motorised Division at El 
Alamein, it was trapped against the 
coast by the Australians. Rommel 
succeeded in rescuing the Division, 
but it lost heavily. It was almost 
wiped out in Tebaga Gap. A division 
with the same number appeared on 
the Russian Front later in the war. 


305th INFANTRY DIVISION. An- 
other Division that was destroyed at 
Stalingrad, the 305th, was re-formed 
in France in early 1943, and sent to 
Italy in the autumn under X Army, 
where it was stationed on the Rein- 
hard Line. The Division also fought 
on the Gustav Line, at Cassino and 
the Adolf Hitler Line with Kampf- 
gruppe Bode, a formation made up 
mainly of units from the 305th. 





362nd INFANTRY DIVISION. After 
serving on the Eastern Front, this 
Division was sent to Italy under XIV 
Army in mid-1944 to halt the Allied 
drive on Rome. It made a gallant 
stand at Cisterna, where it was re- 
duced to the strength of a regiment. 
Following the evacuation from Rome 
the Division was practically wiped 
out and was sent to the rear where it 
was reformed in time to participate 
in the autumn battles. 
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715th INFANTRY DIVISION. This 
Division also saw much service in 
Russia, but in early 1944, was sent 
to Italy under XIV Army and op- 
posed the Allied landing at Anzio. 
The Division was smashed during the 
retreat from Rome, but re-formed 
for the autumn battles when it was 
stationed east of Futa Pass under 
xX Army. 


é 
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I GEBIRGS (Mountain) DIVISION. 
The Division was in action near 
Lwow during the invasion of Poland 
in 1939, and in 1941 moved into 
Russia. It was sent to halt the Rus- 
sian advance into Yugoslavia in 
August 1944 but, heavily outnum- 
bered, and its supply lines cut by 
partisans, it was surrounded. About 
9,000 men managed to break out 
after abandoning everything except 
their personal weapons and some of 
them saw action with II Panzer 
Army, being armed with equipment 
taken from the SS Handschar Divi- 
sion (covered in a later article). Il 
Panzer Army held a line along the 
Danube until almost the end of the 
war. 





V GEBIRGS DIVISION. Part of 
XVIII (Mountain) Korps for the 
attack on Greece in April 1941, this 
Division penetrated the Metaxas 
Line and by a pincer movement with 
XXX Korps, cut off the Greek Army 
in eastern Macedonia. The Division 
was attached to XI Fliegerkorps 
during the battle for Crete in May 
1941, fought in Russia on the Lenin- 
grad front until the end of 1943, and 
was sent to Italy in mid-December 
where, under X Army, it took over 
part of the Gustav Line next to 305th 
Division. 





GROSS DEUTSCHLAND PAN- 
ZER GRENADIER DIVISION. Part 
of XLVII Panzer Korps for the inva- 
sion of Russia, the Division took 
part in the encirclement of four 
Soviet Armies in the Bialystok 


Pocket and other battles on the road 
to Moscow. At the end of 1941, it 
was transferred to Panzergruppe IV 
and saw service in the Leningrad 
region. 





Ili PANZER GRENADIER DIVI- 
SION. After serving in Russia, this 
Division was sent to Italy under X 
Army, where it attempted unsuccess- 
fully to stem the American crossing 
of the Volturno. It was kept in re- 
serve near Rome until January 1944, 
when it was stationed on the Garigli- 
ano. Later the Division was sent to 
defend Germany, and was caught in 
the Ruhr Pocket in April 1945. 





XXIX PANZER GRENADIER DI- 
VISION. At first serving in Russia, 
the Division fought in the defence of 
Sicily in the summer of 1943..Under 
X Army in Italy, it opposed the 
British landings and halted the U.S. 
36th Division at Salerno. At the end 
of December, the Division was pulled 
back to the Gustav Line and in 
January took part in the bloody 
fighting for ‘The Factory’ near 
Anzio. After the fall of Rome, the 
Division was sent with 90th Pz Gren. 
and XXVI Pz Divs. (XIV Panzer 
Korps) to join XIV Army and re- 
mained in Italy until the end. 





90th PANZER GRENADIER DIVI- 
SION. A re-formed division using 
the number of the famous 90th Light 
Division, this formation was re- 
sponsible for the security of Sardinia 
and Corsica in the summer of 1943. 
By the end of the year, it had been 
moved to the east coast of the Italian 
peninsular and in mid-January op- 
posed the Allied crossing of the 
Rapido. After the fall of Rome, as 
part of XIV Panzer Korps, it fought 
on until the Axis surrender in Italy. 
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UR PARTING WORDS to you 

last month amounted to saying 
that for this time around we’d be 
having a look at horse furniture: a 
collective title for all the interesting 
and challenging saddlery and strap- 
ping that adorn the gee-gees of the 
military. However, before we pro- 
ceed with the task I'd like to draw 
your attention to Fig. 1 of last 
month’s Scale Models and the draw- 
ing to describe the proportioning of 
horses. Thereon, is to-be found an 
error which, unless you have already 
bought yourself a tailor’s bench, 
needs correction with haste. The 
broken line running from the rump 
to the chest is marked as being 
twelve and a half heads in length. 
Obviously this, if you’re disposed to

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accept the figure, would make for a 
mighty long hay-burner, a_ horse 
which in itself would constitute an 
entire parade. So, therefore, without 


any further whimsy, delete the 
number | and let it read, two and a 
half heads. 

Perhaps the best way to embark 
upon the subject of horse equipment 
is to commence at the leading end 
and consider the bridle. The mould- 
ing of this on the Historex horses 
heads is quite well defined and doesn’t 
call for a great deal of additional 
work and a steady brush hand is all 
that is normally demanded to bring 
out the necessary detail. However, 
there are certain items which need to 
be and can be added to increase the 
interest. The one item which is 
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definitely needed is the cross strap on 
the bridle of the Chasseurs’ horse. 
This extends from either side of the 
bridle brow band, crossing approxi- 
mately between the eyes and ending 
either side of the halter nose band. 
The crossing point was adorned by a 
round, metal plate which can be 
found amongst the bits and pieces of 
a mounted Historex figure which is 
indicated on the accompanying 
drawing for the kit. Now, before 
going any further, my own attitude 
is to discard the length of fibrous 
strapping material which the kit pro- 
vides and set it aside for anything 
which might call for a web appearing 
strap such as a girth band and select 
.O5 in. plastic sheet for all ‘leather’ 
straps. With this in mind, all reference 
to leather straps will read .05 in. 
card and recommend strongly its use 
for this purpose. So, it’s on to straps 
which are not provided for in kits but 
which are evident in military equip- 
ment. Moulded into the head is a 
halter strap which extends from the 
brow band and hard under the jaw. 
However, below this and attached to 
the cheek strap is a bridle to form 
part of the halter throat band and 
strap, coupled by a ring to the strap 
at the bottom end of the cheek straps. 
From the same ring runs another 
strap which extends to the retaining 
strap around the pommel of the 
saddle which is called a cue. Clipped 
to a buckle on the cheek strap is a 
link strap which is fixed at the other 
end of the ring connecting the reins 
to the bit. See Fig. 1. All these straps 
can be quite easily fabricated and can 
considerably enhance the overall 
appearance of your model. Rings too 
are also easily made by stretching 
some sprue to a suitable gauge and 
then wrapping it around some cylin- 
drical form by way of a paint brush 
handle, a wooden cocktail cherry 
stick or even a needle if that is the 
size you require your rings to be. 
Retain one end of the stretched sprue 
against, say, a paint brush handle and 
commence wrapping it around, 
stopping after two or three turns to 
press the rings together. When you 
feel you’ve enough turns going for 
you, hold the remaining end about 
three or four inches from the stick, 
pulling firmly but not hard and steam 
the rings over a kettle spout for a

few seconds. Give them a couple of 
ticks to cool and then slip them off 
the wood. This will give you a neat, 
little coil from which you can cut 
rings as you require them or simply 
insert a craft knife blade inside and 
separate them all with one, press 
down, cut. Line up the ends of the 
rings and cement them with a touch 
of fluid cement to complete the 
operation. The same idea will give 
you some nifty, little sword scabbard 
rings or, cut in half, dandy grenade 
rings to attach to belts. 

A highly important detail about 
dealing with a sheep-skin saddle 
cover is, what they call, ‘roughing it 
up’. You may remember my referring 
to this sort of thing for fur collars. 
Well, the same treatment given to a 
saddle cover or shabrack is very im- 
pressive. This can be done with a fine 
point soldering iron or, if you have 
one, a Pyrogravure. The results of 
doing this can be quite easily seen on 
the photographs of last month’s 
article of the grazing horse and that 
of the Polish Lancer. Although per- 
haps not too important where your 
rider is in the saddle, it is my pre- 
ference to file off any saddle straps 
and replace them with the .05 in. 
kind and for the girth band use the 
kit strapping. Here again, you can 
throw in a couple of those stretched 
sprue rings, one either side of the 
saddle and wrap your straps round 
them, including a couple coming 
either side of the cantle from the 
saddle roll. The saddle cloth or 
shabrack coming out of the kit, 
strikes my eye as being a bit thick 
around the edges, constituting in 
scale a thickness of about one to two 
inches. Therefore, it’s a good idea to 
shave it down on the inside for a 
better appearance. Alternatively, you 
can remove it completely and replace 
it with one cut from .010 in. plastic 
sheet and remembering, if the horse 
is active, to give it a bit of flap by 
rolling out the rear corners. The 
vandyking or scalloping around the 
saddle or shabrack can be given a 
better look by cutting it out of .05 in.

worth the additional effort. Al- 
though, perhaps, not falling into the 
horse furniture bracket, a lance pen- 
non looks much more to scale when 
cut from .05 in. sheet. Of course, 
reins and chest straps come out of 
.05 in. sheet and to curve the former 
you simply run the strip between the 
shafts of fine tweezers for whatever 
twist you desire. Most Historex 
saddles lend themselves to conver- 
sion and the more recent, flat saddle, 
is particularly well adapted from that 
of the Dragoon. On the other hand, a 
simple moulding technique can bring 
about something you wish to make 
yourself. Cut and sand from a small 
block of balsa the seat shape you 
want then take two lengths, about 
five to six inches each, of well, most 
any sort of wood. Pin a piece of 
-020 in. plastic card to either end of 
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these sticks and holding the other end 
of them between your fingers, heat it 
until floppy over a gas ring. Now, 
quickly, transfer it and press down 
over the balsa form and hold for a 
moment or two. This will give you a 
clear impression in the plastic and all 
you need do is trim it as you want it. 
See Fig. 2. 

Well, I figure that that modicum of 
information should keep you off the 
streets and head down over your 
working surface for the next approxi- 
mate thirty days. But, provided the 
weather stays clear and the creek 
don’t rise, yours truly will be back at 
the end of that time with a further 
and final instalment of the continuing 
story of Plastic Place and a shocking- 
ly simple way of making dandy, little 
buttons; amongst other things.

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NOT SINCE the days when Jim 
Clark, Peter Arundel and Mike 
Spence formed the Formula Junior 
Lotus team, have Lotus dominated 
the lesser single seater formulae. 
Last year, however, the Norfolk 
company’s products went a long way 
towards reviving past glories in 
Formula 2 and 3. The car respon- 
sible for Lotus’s re-emergence was 
the Lotus 59 and its F2 variant the 
59B. The 59B followed the lead set by 
the Lotus 49 and 49B by winning its 
first race, but the 59 took some time 
to get sorted out. Once it was sorted, 
however, it proved to be the car to 
beat. 

Naturally the chassis and sus- 
pension of the 59 and 59B were 
identical, the main difference between 
the cars, apart from engines, being 
the rear bodywork. Not since 1964 
have Lotus produced a space frame 
F2 car, so when it was announced 
that the 1969 Formula 2 Lotus was 
to be a development of the 59 quite a 
few eyebrows were raised. The 
chassis is not a normal space frame, 
however, for square tubes are used 
in the construction, replacing the 
more normal circular or oval 
tubing used by the majority of the 
space frame chassis racing today. 
The advantages of a space frame over 
the more common monocoque chas- 





sis are, its cheapness and ease of 
repair. Ease of repair is a very im- 
portant feature of a F3 car, often a 
driver in this formula in his own 
mechanic, and most of his time 
during the season is spent driving 
around Europe from race to race. 
While a monocoque would need a 
skilled worker to repair it after a 





shunt, a space frame, providing it is 
not twisted, can be repaired by a 
relatively unskilled man with welding 
gear. This is the reason most F3 cars 
on sale today have space frame 
chassis. 








LOTUS 
59 & 59B

Dave Baldwin of Lotus Com- 
ponents, who designed the 59, made 
the chassis quite complicated, in the 
interests of torsional stiffness. A 
space frame can never be as rigid 


as a monocoque, but by fully 
triangulating his frame, and putting 
in a lot of tubes, Baldwin achieved 
quite a high torsional rigidity figure. 
The only differences between the 
chassis of the 59 and the 59B are in 
the engine bay area, which is beefed 
up for the F2 version, and the large 
fuel tank area on the F2 car. 
Suspension on both cars is com- 
pletely conventional by modern 
‘Grand Prix’ standards: wide-based 
upper and lower wishbones, outboard 
mounted coil-spring/damper units, 
radius arms and an anti-roll bar are 
used at the front of the car; top 
links, lower wishbones, damper units, 
and an anti-roll bar located by twin 
radius arms are employed at the 
rear. Girling disc brakes are used 
on all four wheels, which are Lotus 
designed. Firestone tyres are fitted 
to the F2 and most of the F3 cars. 
In F3 Firestone YB Ils have been 
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Scale : 1/24 Full size 
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fitted io the winning car in almost 


every ace since these tyres were 
intro’ ced about 18 months ago.

The V6 Ferrari engine did 
have one short period of domina- 
tion but in very suspicious circum- 
stances. The FVA is based on the 
1600cc Ford-Lotus twin cam engine, 
which is fitted to the Lotus Cortina 
and Escort T/C. Cosworth modify 
this engine considerably and boost its 
power output to about 230 bhp. 
The engine is modified so much, in 
fact, that almost all that remains of 
the T/C Ford engine is the block. 
The latest production Ford engine is 
the BDA which is in fact a ‘street’ 
version of the FVA, thus the Ford 
twin cam unit has come full circle. 
Along with the other major single 
seater formulae, F3 is dominated by 
Ford based engines; in this class it is 
the 109E Anglia engine. There are 
five or six tuners modifying this 
engine for F3, last year the most 
successful being the Italian firm 
Novamotor, and the English tuners 
Holbay and Lucas. All three of 
these companies claim similar power 
outputs for their engines, around 
125 bhp. Considering that the 109E 
is a pushrod engine, and the rules of 
F3 permit only one carburettor with 
a 20 mm restrictor fitted. this is a 
remarkably high figure. The ‘works’ 


Gold Leaf Team Lotus team used 
mostly Holbay engines, which when 
they went, went well. Unfortunately 
for most of the season the team seem- 
ed to be using tired engines, whch 
naturally restricted their perform- 
ances. Emerson Fittipaldi, the find 
of the F3 season, used a Holbay in 
his 59, and it certainly didn’t affect 
his results, so maybe GLTL were 
just unlucky with their engines. 

The 59’s body, although functional, 
proved on fast circuits, to be about 
as aerodynamic as a house brick. 
This is why most of the car’s good 
results were achieved on circuits 
where handling counted. In Formula 
2 the works Lotus team was run by 
Winkelmann racing, who had proved 
so successful as Jochen Rindt’s 
entrants in the first two years of 
F2. The Winkelmann cars were 
painted dark metallic green with a 
silver stripe. The nose fins on the 
cars were painted either white, 
Jochen Rindt’s car, or red, Graham 
Hill’s. The rear wings were painted 
silver. Before the FIA banned sus- 
pension mounted airfoils, the S59Bs 
were fitted with these in lieu of the 
engine-cover wing fitted to the later 
cars. These wings were painted red, 
and red with white tips on Hill’s and 
Rindt’s cars, respectively. 

The ‘works’ GLTL F3 59s were 
painted in the familiar red, gold 
and white colours of the ‘racing fag 
packets’. Emerson Fittipaldi’s 59, 
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the’most successful in F3 was painted 
in the old Team Lotus colours of 
Apple Green with a yellow stripe, 
another quite successful 59, was 
Tetsu Ikuzawa’s, which was painted 
white with a red disc on the car’s 
nose. For the majority of the season 
the F3 cars ran without engine covers, 
making their rear ends look most 
untidy. A neat engine cover was 
fitted to the GLTL cars for some 
races however. 

As the ‘works’ Lotus drivers 
Jochen Rindt and Graham Hill, 
concentrated on the well paid F2 
races, to good effect, Winkelmann 
were able to give drives to a lot of up 
and coming drivers last year. This 
resulted in 59B being driven by no 
less than nine drivers last year; the 
works pair, and, in order of success, 
John Miles, Ronnie Peterson, Rolf 
Stommelen, Alan Rollinson, Andrea 
de Adamich, Roy Pike and Hans 
Hermann. Rindt scored four F2 
victories and kept his crown as 
‘King of Formula 2’ and Graham 
Hill scored one, his first in F2 for a 
long time. John Miles was very un- 
lucky in F2, and had his luck been 
good he may have won one race. 
Max Mosley, one of the directors of 
March engineering, raced a 59B 
briefly at the start of the season, he 
did not achieve much success, and 
sold his car back to the factory who 
used it as a spare. 

As well as the GLTL cars which 
were driven regularly by Roy Pike 
and Mo Nunn, and on occasions by 
Bev Bond, a number of private F3 
racers pinned their hopes on the 
Lotus 59. The most successful were 
Fittipaldi, Ikuzawa, Freddy Kot- 
tulinsky and Mike Beckwith. Pike 
and Nunn were beset by engine 
problems throughout the season, 
and conversely did not shine at all. 
Pike, one of the best drivers in F3, 
seemed disillusioned with the formula 
not liking the fact that closeness in 
tyre, engine and chassis design has 
meant that an unexperienced driver 
can keep up with the leaders and 
possibly cause an accident, this fact 
coupled with the engine situation, 
kept the quiet, talented American 
largely out of the results. Nunn got 
an even rougher deal than Pike on 
engines, and he made little impression 
on the results until late in the season. 
Ikuzawa and Beckwith were troub- 
led with ill luck, but the Japanese 
driver managed to win one inter- 
national race, while Beckwith retired 
from F3_ half-way through the 
season. Emerson Fittipaldi, in his

The first Violin? 


There is always a sense of anti- 
climax when on turning to the final 
page we learn that it was the butler 
‘who done it’ after all and the red

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herrings were as fickle as a mackerel 
sky. But, the violin is too big a 
subject to suffer a sticky and ignoble 
end — at least at my hands! Neverthe- 
less, it would be very interesting to 
arrive at a point where we can say... 
that was the very first violin. 


It is possible that an instrument 
survives, either in original or altered 
condition, which would have some 
claim to this honour and may even 
be one of the early Amati instruments. 
But —we have noted a number of 
influences to include stringed forms 
that had the appearance of violins 
but otherwise did not qualify and we 
can also cite (for example) the Welsh 
Crwth which came into orbit and 
then went out of sight. 


Such an important innovation as 
the violin cannot be considered as 
just one thing — rather it is the ac- 
cumulative effect of several serious 
attempts to capture the hypothetical 
(Phew!). For the ‘germ’ of the idea 
we can look to the Rebec which had 
been a popular instrument for at 
least two centuries, but whilst having 
some of the facility of the violin, it

was otherwise restrictive. However, 
the true forerunner may have been a 
‘flowering’ Rebec. 


A family of such instruments is 
shown in the painting by Gaudenzio 
Ferrari (1530) and the ‘Discant’ form 
is illustrated on Plate XXI of Syntag- 
ma Musicum by Michael Praetorious. 
True — this is shown with four strings 
but the last peg is highly set and 
could well be a later modification. 
Also, an example of the Rebec is 
included in the same plate, indicating 
reference to earlier forms. Somewhere 
(?) it is recorded that Mantegazza 
modified such an instrument — ap- 
parently beyond easy recognition — 
and this ‘rebec’ was by Andrea Amati. 
This was therefore in existence in 
the second half of the eighteenth 
century . . . find it!

AVIA BH 33 


OF THE GROUP of new nations 
which emerged as a result of the 
break-up of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire in 1918, one was ready to 
stand on its own feet from the very 
beginning. With a sense of purpose 
fired by the new independence and 
an almost natural talent for technical 
development, Czechoslovakia very 
soon established itself as the leading 
industrial nation of Eastern Europe. 

The Czechoslovakian aviation tn- 
dustry started immediately after the 
war was ended. Letov was established 
in 1918 followed by Aero in 1919 and 
Avia in the same year. These three 
Companies were to produce a range 
of military and civil aircraft of 
excellent design and performance. 
During the period between the wars 
they ensured that the Czech Air 
Force flew indigenous machines and 
even exported and granted licences to 
other countries. 

The Avia Co. of Prague produced 
a very elegant fighter biplane in the 
early 1920s known as the BH 21. 
The 300 hp Skoda engine was en- 
closed in a smooth, close fitting cowl 
like a racing aircraft and the overall 
appearance was enhanced by the 
absence of fussy appendages com-

mon on some contemporary fighters 
of other countries. In 1926 a standard 
BH 21 was fitted with a large Walter 
‘Jupiter’ engine (licence built), the 
nose section being considerably 
altered. On test, this aircraft known 
as the BH 21J proved to be no faster 
than the Skoda engined version, 
however, its rate of climb dramatical- 
ly increased. 

The designers, Benes and Hajn 
came to the conclusion that the 
machine must be redesigned and the 
result was the BH 33. The 450 hp 
‘Jupiter’ no longer looked as if it 
had been merely stuck on the end 
of a foreshortened fuselage for' it was 
completely enclosed by a cowl with 
the exception of the upper parts of 
the cylinders. Further streamlining 
was obtained by the addition of a 
large pointed spinner with metal 
fairings behind each cylinder, similar 
to but larger than those on the 
Bristol Bulldog. A conventional fin 
and rudder was added replacing the 
finless arrangement (an Avia trade- 
mark up until then) and the over- 
all effect was of a very clean shape 
for a radial engined machine. 

The BH 33 was very well suited 
for its role of interceptor, the rate of 





climb being 11 metres per second and 
it could reach a height of 7,000 
metres in 15 minutes. Simplicity of 
design made it popular with ground 
staff and its extreme manoeuvrability 
endeared it to pilots. 

The BH 33 was one of the most 
successful machines produced by 
Avia up to that time and it im- 
pressed the Polish military aviation 
observers so much that Poland 
acquired a licence in 1928 to build 
the machine at the P.W.S. works at 
Podlaska. In 1929, Avia produced 
a further development in the form of 
the BH 33 E. This had a ‘Jupiter’ VI 
engine enclosed in a somewhat 
elaborate cowling, whilst a special 
high altitude version was fitted with 
a ‘Jupiter’ VII and a supercharger. 
Despite the aerodynamic advantages 
of the cowling arrangement, the 
engines tended to overheat and 
various alternative designs were tried 
out. Apart from the revised cowling, 
the fuselage was completely re- 
designed with fabric covered stringers 
on a metal frame replacing the old 
wooden slab sided fuselage. A wider 
split axle undercarriage also re- 
placed the earlier narrow track 
arrangement. 

The BH 33 E was exhibited at the 
Paris Air Show in 1929 and the 
aerobatic display impressed the 
Russians who bought three, and the 
Jugoslavs who bought twenty and 
acquired a licence to build them at 
the Ikarus works at Zemun. The 
final development was the BH 33L 
(known as the Ba 33 in the Czech 
Air Force) and this was the most 
widely used version. The Skoda firm 
who owned Avia had produced a 
large heavy 12 cylinder water cooled 
engine known as the Skoda ‘L’.

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Making the model 


The Polish version of the Avia was 
selected as a modelling subject for 
Certain components of the Inpact (re- 
issued by Pyro) Bulldog kit can be 
utilised and this version offers scope 
for a limited amount of plastic card 
moulding. 


The fuselage is a built-up box, 
similar to that of the Thomas Morse 
Scout described in the April 1969 
Aeromodeller. It is constructed in 
three main parts: the circular nose 
cowling surrounding the engine, a 
middle section representing the plated 
area behind the engine and the main 
body which is of slab-sided construc- 
tion. The sections are shown in the 
accompanying sketch. 


The main body should be made 
first, remembering to stick the stern

The cylinders were arranged in 
three banks of four in a ‘W’ forma- 
tion and it was rated at 500 hp. 
To accommodate this monster, the 
airframe had to be redesigned. The 
characteristic short span upper wing 
of all the previous models was dis- 
carded and the machine was given 
a new pair of equal span wings of 
increased chord. The forward part 
of the fuselage was reshaped with a 
blunt open mouth containing the 
radiator shutters and toaccommodate 
the two wing banks of cylinders, 
detachable panels were added to the 
sides of the nose, the whole being 
generously slotted and louvred. The 
undercarriage was realigned and a 
large fuel tank was fitted to the top 
wing centre section. The familiar ply 
leading edge of earlier models was 
also dispensed with. One BH 33L 
was sold to China in 1931 and flew 
to Mukden, Three BH 33Ls took 
part in the 1929 ‘Flight during the 
Little Entente’. This was a circular 
race starting at Prague and proceed- 
ing via Bucharest, Belgrade and 
Zagreb back to Prague. The fastest 
in the race was a BH 33L piloted by 
Capt. Soukup of the Czech Air 
Service, he achieved a speed of 
298 km/h.

He unfortunately crash-landed 
during an electric storm and the 
remaining BH 33Ls suffered from 
various technical effects. The second, 
third, fourth and fifth places in the 
race were taken by Czech and Yugo- 
slav pilots flying the older BH 33Es. 

In 1930 a BH 33L was fitted with a 
525 hp B.M.W. built ‘Hornet’ 
engine especially for racing purposes. 
This variation was apparently not 
very successful for only one was built.

to establish a trued-up construction. 
Note the ‘vee’ cut-outs at the rear and 
the bottom to accommodate the 
lower wing and remember to furnish 
the interior of the cockpit before 
skinning the top. The forward plated 
area (middle section in the sketch) is 
a one-piece unit moulded from 20 
thou. polycard. The male mould 
carved and sanded from a piece of 
balsa conveys the slab-sided shape of 
the main body to the circular shape 
of the nose. To carve this piece of 
balsa accurately two templates can 
be cut from scrap card; one should 
be cut to the same size and shape as 
the first bulkhead of the body (‘E’ on 
the drawing), and the other cut into 
a disc as shown on the front view of 
the G.A. drawing. Cut the balsa 
block to the correct length and width, 
then pin the rear template on to the 
back of the block and the nose disc 
on to the front. These will ensure 
that the subsequent carving and 
sanding will be correctly aligned. The 
engine on the writer’s model was 
built up from sprue, but the Inpact 
Bulldog engine can be adapted, pro- 
vided that the tops of all the cylinders 
are cut away as shown on the sketch, 
for the valve gear on the early 
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Jupiters was on the ends of the cylin- 
ders and the ‘Jupiter’ VII F in the 
Bulldog kit has valve gear to the 
side. Also, room has to be made for 
the cylinder head helmets which 
were such a feature of the Polish 
Avia. The top centre cylinder did not 
carry a helmet and the valve and 
rocker arm gear was exposed. This 
can be built up from sprue, remem- 
bering to continue the push rods (see 
G.A. drawing). 

The fairings behind the cylinders 
are all made from one male and fe- 
male mould set which illustrates 
clearly the value of moulding. All the 
fairings are identical, requiring only 
careful trimming to allow correct 
fitting to the cowling area immedi- 
ately behind the cylinders. The top 
central fairing is slightly depressed, 
this was to increase the pilot’s for- 
ward vision (as was the ommision 
of the helmet on this cylinder), and 
this particular fairing should be 
moulded last after a slight alteration 
has been made to the male mould. 
Always mould more items than re- 
quired, in case of accident. 

The conical engine cowling is 
made from 10 thou. sheet and con- 
sists of two rings, the construction 
and position of these is illustrated in 
the sketch. The large spinner is 
moulded from 40 thou. card and the 
result is really a combined prop. boss 
and nose cone as shown, the prop. 
blades being cut from 40 thou. card 
and scraped and sanded to shape. 
Each blade is stuck to the rear of the 
moulded cone and the base of each is 
built up with Polyfilla. 

Wings and tail assembly are made 
in the same way as that described for 
the Thomas Morse feature; however, 
the Avia had a more modern wing 
section so that the steps necessary to 
achieve an undercamber are not 
necessary. When the trailing edges 
of the wings have been sanded to a 
knife edge, the scalloping should be 
done very carefully, noting that the 
ailerons on the lower wing had 
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straight trailing edges (see sketch). 
The Bulldog kit will supply wheels, 
pilot’s seat, floor and control column, 
dashboard (with some alteration) 
and the propeller driven, wing- 
mounted generator. 

One thing which appears to baffle 
modellers trying out the ‘core and 
skin’ method of wing construction is 
how to obtain a neat, tight fold for 
the leading edges. Folded cold, the 
card will probably crack or will tend 
to unfold later, which spoils the 
whole shape. After the rib scoring 
has been done, the leading edge fold 
is made gently but firmly with no 
attempt to compress it into a tight 
fold as one would do when folding 
paper. If the fold is dead on the lead- 
ing edge and all the ribs have been 
scored accurately, the ends of the 
scored lines should meet at the trail- 
ing edge correctly. A piece of Sello- 
tape over the edges will ensure that 
the upper and lower surfaces do not 
skid sideways. The wing is then 
sandwiched between two planks of 
4 in. balsa (see diagram) with the 
leading edge just inside the edges of 
the planks. If this is held in front of a 
moderate heat source, and moved 
side to side to ensure distribution of 
the heat, the leading edge plastic will 
soften and the two pieces of balsa 
will gradually come together, making 
the fold in the polycard very tight 
and straight. When the fold is tight, 
it should be removed from the heat, 
but left between the balsa planks for 
about 20 seconds to ensure that the 
plastic hardens. The planks also en- 
sure that the heat does not reach the 
scored rib lines for it would make 
them flatten out. Modellers are 
strongly advised to try out this sys- 
tem on pieces of scrap plastic first, 
because describing the techniques in- 
volved with polycard modelling are 
only the first steps. Only practice and 
familiarity with plastic working will 
ensure success, and do not expect to 
be successful at the first attempt. The 
writer has been approached by a num-

ber of modellers who state that the 
techniques described in this and the 
previous feature on plastic card 
modelling do not seem to work. On 
questioning the complainants, it was 
clear that most had only made one 
attempt which had failed, or they had 
not followed the instructions care- 
fully, or both. The point is that most 
of the modellers who are eager to try 
out new methods of expanding their 
hobby have been weaned on plastic 
kits and seem to be afraid to try out 
something where actual construction 
of components is required to be done 
by the modeller himself. If he is not 
prepared to attempt this, then he can 
hardly describe himself as a modeller, 
but is merely an assembler of plastic 
kits! 

The colour scheme for the Polish 
Avia BH 33 is an overall dark green 
(not Olive) (Methuen Colour Book 
28.F.5, Munsell 7GY-3.4-1.8). 


The propeller should be painted a 
dark mahogany, and all unit mark- 
ings and serial numbers are in white. 


Key to Sketch Page 


The numbers in squares indicate 
the thickness of the plastic card to 
be used for the component 
indicated. 


A: Forward engine cowling rings are made 
by forming flat cones from 10 thou. sheet. 
The radius for the pattern is obtained by con- 
tinuing the line of the top of the ring to the 
datum line on the fuselage as shown on the 
G.A. drawing. Two rings are required, a long 
one which has cut-outs for the cylinders 
and a short one which fits over the front of 
the other. The ‘pimples’ on the short one are 
made by gently pressing a blunted wooden 
or plastic toothpick into the inside surface. 
The arcs for the cones should be cut from 
plastic by scribing with a pair of dividers. 


B: The cones should not overlap at the 
bottom but should be cut to ensure that both 
ends meet. They are then held by a small tab 
stuck inside. 


C: Position of cylinders is accurately 
marked on long cone and circular holes 
punched out with leather or paper punch, 
the rear part is then cut away with small 
scissors. 


D: The two cones cover the front of the 
engine which itself is stuck onto the front 
of the central moulded section. 


E: Forward bulkhead of 40 thou. card: note 
cut away sides to ensure that upper curved 
area runs smoothly into flat sides. At least 
four bulkheads are required. 


SCALE MODELS 


F: Set-up for moulding: 20 thou. card can 
be held in place with four bulldog clips or 
drawing pins. Dotted line shows female 
part of mould cut out of j in. balsa sheet. 
Female section then heated gently under 
grill or in front of fire. When card begins to 
sag into hole, male section pushed through 
slowly. Machine gun troughs made by fine 
rat-tailed file. 

G: Note that rear of body halves are ‘chisel’ 
ended to ensure sharp junction. 
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H: Body sides should be cut about 1/32 in. 
deeper than that shown on G.A. drawing. 
Before top skinning is attached, upper edge 
of sides should be scraped to wedge shape 
as shown to create larger area for adhesion. 
1: Small ring fitting made by cutting slice of 
ink tube of ball point pen. 

J: Steps made from sprue, sand over 
lightly when stuck in place. Stiffening strap 
running full length of plywood section of 
fuselage also made from sprue. 





K: Louvred panel made by scoring care- 
fully with a darning needle a piece of metal 
foil of the type used in frozen food packaging. 
Stick to fuselage with varnish and paint the 
panel over with clear matt varnish later to 
suggest aluminium finish. 


L: Cylinder fairings: nine made from male 
and female mould (see R. and S.). Top 
centre fairing slightly different shape than 
others. 
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Close-ups of the 
author's model made 
from plastic card are, 
in fact, life size to 
give one an accurate 
impression of the 
amount of detail in- 
corporated and made 
possible using the 
techniques described 
in this feature. 





M : Small tab stuck on both sides of forward 
skinning section to support joint as upper 
skinning has to be done with two pieces 
which join at the cockpit. 


N: Windscreen from acetate sheet or clear 
RIKO card. Compass housing is a trans- 
parent tunnel moulded in one piece from 
acetate as clear plastic card will not mould. 
O: Inpact ‘Jupiter’ requires tops of cylinders 
to be cut off just above exhaust outlets. 
Small stub exhausts and lower longer pipes 
made from sprue. 


P: Propellor blades cut from 40 thou. card 
and sanded to shape. Each blade is cemented 
to rear of spinner which then becomes prop. 
boss. The blades should be left for at least 
an hour to become firm and then the joint is 
covered with Polyfilla and sanded to merge

blades into boss thus giving the impression 
of a carved one-piece propellor. Do not 
attempt to sand or shape Polyfilla until it has 
been left overnight to dry thoroughly. 

Q: Male mould for cylinder helmets. If this 
is made from hardwood then the female 
mould can be made by merely pressing it 
into soft balsa. 

R: Male mould for cylinder fairings, note 
extra wedge-shaped piece. 

S: Cross section of R pushed through fe- 





male mould. Note that polycard will stretch 
straight across central valley. To obtain 
correct shape, wedge piece should be 
pressed into this whilst plastic still soft. It 
will retain the shape. 

T: Forming leading edge fold: diagram- 
matic cross section shows position. Note 
that only light pressure is required at top and 
bottom to ensure tight fold. Under no cir- 
cumstances should wing or tail surfaces be 
removed from balsa sandwich until plastic 
has had time to harden (about 20 seconds). 
lf removed prematurely the fold will 
corrugate. 

U: Scalloping of leading edge commenced 
after edge has been refined down to a knife 
edge. Small steel rule attached to wing with 
Sellotape will ensure that scallops are even, 
Sanding medium is a piece of finest wet and 
dry emery paper which has been saturated 
and wrapped around a pencil to ensure a 
smooth curve. Always sand at angle to edge 
and in one direction only, from leading to 
trailing edge.

first season of European racing 
graduated to F3 from Formula 
Ford. He rapidly proved himself the 
equal of such established stars as 
Schenken and Wiesell, and would 
have undoubtedly won more than 
three important F3 races had he not 
concentrated on the Lombank Cham- 
pionship, which he won. 

The success of the 59 and 59B 
seems due to the fact that it could 
get its power onto the road so much 
better than its rivals. It is not a 
revolutionary car, its only unusual 
feature being the mounting of the 
complete oil system, including the 
tank and cooler, above the gearbox. 
After minor problems with this 
system, and the suspension, the 59 
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showed, particularly in the hands of 
Fittipaldi, just how controllable it 
was, drivers of the 59 seemed able to 
take more risks than the other 
F3 pilots. 

The 59B proved a winner first time 
out, and as it was developed, it 
seemed to get further and further 
ahead of its F3 rivals. Rindt, in 
particular seemed to revel in the car, 
throwing it around at some im- 
possible angles. Come to think of it 
Rindt does this with every car he 
drives. On bumpy circuits, such as 
Langenlbarn, it could be appreciated 
just how much better the 59B was at 
laying its power on the tarmac, at 
this circuit Rindt destroyed for once 
and for all the story that the Matra 
was the best car in this department. 

Rindt himself is running the works 


F2 team this year, and it will be 
interesting to see if he can keep his 
crown. Fittipaldi will also be driving 
a 59B and it will be ‘very interesting 
to see if the talented young Brazilian 
can make the impression on F2 he 
made on F3 last year. No plans have 
been announced concerning the 
F3 team but it is expected that Bev 
Bond and another top rank F3 driver 
will be campaigning ‘works’ 59s. 
Because of the car’s success last year, 
quite a few private owners in this 
formula are expected to be seen in 
the cockpit of a Lotus. The body of 
the car is being redesigned to make 
it more competitive on the faster 
circuits, so I wonder if we will see a 
repeat of the great days of Clark, 
Arundel and Spence this coming 
season? 


SCALE MODELS 


THE ACCEPTED standard works of re- 
ference on German armoured fighting 
vehicles have, for many years, been the 
editions of ‘DIE DEUTSCHEN PANZER 
1925-46° by Dr. F. M. Senger und Etter- 
klin, and even if one’s knowledge of 
German was rusty one could extract 
much invaluable data from the photo- 
graphs and drawings. It was to be 
peped that some day someone would 
publish an English language edition of 
this book and at last this has been 
done by Arms and Armour Press, of 
London, W.11, who recently released 
their considerably enlarged and _ im- 
proved version under the title, German 
Tanks of World War il. The complete 
illustrated history of German armoured 
fighting vehicles 1926-1945’ (price 95/- 
plus 4/6d. p. & p. in U.K.). Translated 
from the original by J. Lucas of the 
Imperial War Museum and edited by 
Peter Chamberlain and Chris Ellis. Much 
new material has been added, particu- 
larly on the TIGER tanks, the book 
differs from the original in that the 


page size is now 11}in. x 8}in. with 
hard back cloth covered binding with 
the title in gilt along the spine pro- 
tected by a most striking paper jacket 
roe a head-on view of a Tiger 
tank. 





The historical and operational de- 
velopment and use of German armour 
is dealt with in the most thorough 
manner and no facet of this absorbing 
subject is omitted or glossed over. The 
text is followed by a selection of over 
one hundred and eighty photographs, 
many of which show the particular 
vehicle at angles which, for the modeller, 
are unique and these, in turn, are 
complimented by a similar number of 
drawings, the majority to 1/73 scale, 
which in most cases show side, plan 
and end views thus providing a ready 
source of subjects for anyone wishing 
to model almost any of the German 
armour of the period. 

Written in a most readable manner, 
some of the accounts of compromise 
where military necessity clashed with 
technical limitations are © fascinating. 
Each of the main types are covered: 
Pz. Kw. I, Il, with variants such as the 
Lynx and Leopard as are the Czech 
types in German service (Marder and 
Hetzer, etc.) Pz. Kw. Ill, IV and V 
with Panther and Jagdpanther plus the 
Vi Jagdtiger and the later programme 
vehicles such as the mighty Maus and 
Tiger Maus. These are followed by 
similarly detailed descriptions of Arm- 
moured Cars and a series of appendices 
covering those types not dealt with in 
the earlier parts of the book or of a 
special nature, such as captured types 
and self-propelled guns, etc. 
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The Inventory of Armoured vehicles 
which opens the book quotes every 
type by designation and, where applic- 
able, the name together with a guide 
as to what pages have photograph(s), 
drawings and technical specifications. 
Specifications include details of weights, 
dimensions, armament and armour, per- 
formance and power unit details, even 
the full production figures for the period 
1939-1944 are quoted. 

A truly magnificent book, beautifully 
presented and of which the publishers 
and all those associated with it can be 
justly proud. Certainly no other volume 
contains so much essential data written 
in such a readable and enlightening 
manner — historians, modellers, or re- 
searchers, cannot afford to omit this 
book from their collections as it will 
prove to be an endless source of plea- 
sure as well as a means to sorting out 
any arguments that may arise concern- 
ing German A.F.V.'’s 1926-1945. 

Arms and Armour Press have also 
published a companion volume entitled: 
British and American Tanks of World 
War II — the complete illustrated history 
of British, American and Commonwealth 
Tanks, 1939-1945. Price 105/— (U.K.), 
by Peter Chamberlain and Chris Ellis. 
This volume is of a similar size and 
format to that on German armour, but 
the presentation of the subject matter 
is slightly different. 

As with the book on German armour 
the authors commence with an _ intro- 
duction and explanation of vehicle 
nomenclature followed by a most use- 
ful explanation of the terms used 
throughout the book, together with de- 
tails of abbreviations. The contents are 


split into five parts: British Vehicles, 
American Vehicles, Commonwealth 
Vehicles, Self-propelled Guns, _ Half 


Tracks and Carriers and, lastly, Appen- 
dices. 





Unlike the German book, the photo- 
graphs are spread throughout the text 


so that one can read of a particular 
vehicle and at the same time see which 
one is described. Similarly, one is able 
to read and see the gradual, or where 
applicable, rapid development of any 
particular type. Each has full specifica- 
tions quoted and the accompanying 
text also gives details of modifications 
carried out and improvements that were 


made, with explanations why a parti- 
cular course of action was followed. 

The photographs are a true beanfeast 
for the expert or tyro alike with many 
of them culled from private albums and 
collections. Among them, those of the 
early British ‘Light Tanks’ are outstand- 
ing, while anyone seeking a guide to 
the external modifications and _ differ- 
ences between variants or types will 
also be_ similarly satisfied with the 
variety of illustrations used. 

Of the appendices one could not say 
that any particular one was ‘the best’ 
as they all contain vital and sometimes 
much orginal data, but certainly that 
explaining in text and drawings the 
various parts of a tank and how they 
were made up will be invaluable to the 
newcomer to the general subject of 
armour while again the section on the 
fitting of machine guns (which also 
shows representative mountings) is 
similarly useful. The four pages of com- 
parable side views of the major tanks 
and variants is also valuable the draw- 
ings being to a constant scale one can 
really see the vast differences between, 
say, the Light Tank Mk. VIA as com- 
pared to the Pershing or Sherman. 

The index contains a complete listing 
of all the vehicles covered in the book 
giving both the manufacturers or ‘official’ 
designations and also a guide as to 
where one wil! find the relevant photo- 
graphs or technical descriptions. As 
with the German Tanks of World War I! 
this book provides a similar authora- 
tive guide to the armour of the allies —- 
again providing hours of reading and 
enjoyment to anyone connected with or 
interested in any aspect of armoured 
fighting vehicles. 


The P.B.I. 


Despite the rapid advances that were 
made over the past fifty years in the 
development and use of A.F.V.’s it sti! 
needs infantrymen to back up any suc- 
cesses that the armour may have 
obtained — and the infantryman, like 
the ‘tanker’, needs HIS weapons. A re- 
markably concise book is now avail- 
able from Bellona Publications, of 
Bracknell, Berks. ‘Weapons of the 
German Infantry during World War Il, 
by Norman E. Harms and Uwe Fiest. 
Price 21/— plus 1/9d. p. & p. in ULK. 

This is a soft covered publication of 
some fifty-six pages, but anyone who is 
interested in the arms used by the 
German infantry in W.W. II will find 
this an invaluable guide, not only to the 
weapons but also how they were used. 
Each type is covered in descriptive text 
together with very clear photographs of 
the more important weapons to which 
are added many excellent and very rare 
shots of these being used under opera- 
tional conditions — thus the modeller, 
for example, will not only find excellent 
close-up details of pistols, machine 
guns, mortars and so forth, but also by 
studying these action photographs pos- 
sibly find many ideas for model dio- 
ramas. In Issue 1 of this magazine we 
reviewed a book with a similar title, 
German Infantry Weapons of World 
War Il, by A. J. Barker (lan Allan Ltd. 
25/-) end we earnestly sugoest that 
one obtains both’ these ooks as 
although independently they are both 
satisfactory, when combined for the

purposes of study or reference, one 
virtually has the complete illustrated 
and historical guide to the subject —the 
one publication ideally complimenting 
the other. 

Uwe Fiest’s cover art shows a typical 
German infantryman holding his m/g 
with various kit slung around his back 
and this, too, is a most useful guide to 
anyone modelling W.W. II period Ger- 
man figures. 

The researcher and _ historian’ will 
enjoy this book for its concise writing 
but there can be little doubt that the 
authors also very much had the modeller 
in mind when preparing the _ photo- 
graphs. An excellent publication that 
deserves a wide reading. 


Soviet data 


Apart from the range of 1/76 scale 
figures by AIRFIX and the occasional 
commander or driver figure in tank kits 
the modeller has been poorly served for 
miniatures of Russian infantry or sol- 
diers. However, for those with a pen- 
chant for converting or anyone with an 
interest in the uniforms and insignia of 
the Russian Army we highly recom- 
mend another recent book, ‘Red Army 
Uniforms and_ Insignia, 1944’, pub- 
lished by Arms and Armour Press, 
price 17/6d. The’ publishers’ ack- 
nowledge that this book is 
Crown Copyright original and_ the 
material therein was _ contained _ in 
New Notes on the Red Army Uni- 
forms and Insignia which was prepared 


and produced by the War Office in 
1944. However, for an ‘official’ publica- 
tion this is remarkably well written to 
the point that even the utter tyro can 
gain a very comprehensive knowledge 
of this hitherto little known subject. 
Part One, Chapter 1, covers uniforms in 
general and gives details of who wore 
what type of insignia and why. This is 
then followed by succeeding chapters 
covering Shoulder Straps, Emblems of 
ranks from Private to Marshals and 
Generals and Tunics and Breeches for 
Officers, NCO’s and Privates. Great- 
coats, Headgear (Summer and Winter) 
and uniforms of N.K.V.D. Troops. 

Part Two deals with Insignia of vari- 
ous types together with an explanation 
of medals and awards — which makes 
fascinating reading. Each chapier is 
copiously illustrated with very clear 
drawings showing the style(s) of uni- 
form, clothing and the trimmings to 
same, together with similar drawings 
of rank and award insignia and again 
who wore what where. Also the spell- 
ing throughout of Serjeant. It is inter- 
esting to study the differences between 
the uniforms and finery of commissioned 
ranks compared to those of the soldier 
and of particular value are the drawings 
showing arms of service insignia. 

A remarkably detailed study of a sub- 
ject that seemingly has been ignored to 
date. Certainly after reading this one is 
inclined to sort out potential ‘conver- 
sions’ to make Red Army figures — the 
uniforms and finery which they wore 
being far more colourful and varied that 
is generally realised among researchers 
or enthusiasts. 


Nautical refs 


The number of excellent miniatures of 
warships on show at the Model En- 
gineer Exhibition prompted many ques- 
tions on reference sources. Apart from 
the M.A.P. range, which is particularly 
strong on period ships, there are two 
books which are almost universally 
recommended. ‘Japanese Warships of 
World War Il’, by Anthony J. Watts, 
price 42/-, and ‘German Warships of 
World War Il’, by C. J. Taylor, price 
25/-, published by lan Allan Ltd. Both 
are complete definitive histories of all 
but the very minor vessels of each 


respective navy-the types covered 
ranging from the small coastal mine- 
sweepers and support ships, through 


submarines, frigates, destroyers, up to 
the largest battleships and carriers. 

In each book the authors take each 
class of vessel and provide’ photo- 
graphs of representative ships of that 
class along with technical details and 
a complete history of each type of 
ship, together with the date and ulti- 
mate fate of the vessel .. . for ex- 
ample, U-6 7/8/44 paid off Gdynia. 5/45 
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Surrendered and scrapped .. . or 
U-110: 9/5/41 — captured by R.N. Cor- 
vette Aubretia and destroyers Bulldog 
and Broadway. North Atlantic, Green- 
land. Sunk while in tow. The photo- 
graphs are magnificent and anyone with 
a love of the sea will delight in brows- 
ing through the packed pages .. . Cer- 
tainly for anyone associated with the 
war at sea 1939-1945 the book on Ger- 
man warships will bring back many 
memories, and if you were in the R.N. 
then somewhere within these crowded 
pages you should find some reference 
to ships which you can recall, or even 
those with which you were directly or 
indirectly involved in actions. 

The book on Japanese Warships has 
somewhat lengthier text and coverage, 
with many first class drawings illustra- 


ting the differences between, for ex- 
ainple, ships of similar classes or 
types. Anyone thinking of modelling 


Japanese warships of any type MUST 
find this book invaluable again 
all types are covered from small coastal 
patrol boats up to the mighty Yamato — 
and again the photographs complement 
the exhaustive text in a most creditable 
manner two books that deserve 
far more attention than one would first 
imagine... in fact, both could be 
regarded for reference purposes as 
miniature ‘Janes’, this accolade being 
more than justified when one realises 
just how little had been published on 
aes and Japanese vessels of World 
ar Il. 


Aircraft Carriers 


Also of considerable value for model- 
lers seeking information and_ photo- 
graphs of ships of the Royal Navy are 
two publications by M.A.P. Ltd. ‘Ships 
of the Modern Royal Navy’ and ‘British 
Aircraft Carriers’, both by W. G. D. 
Blundell and priced at 35/-. 

These two books are of similar 
format with descriptive text covering 


the peers uses of the respective 
vessels and magnificent photographs 
and scale full hull drawings akin to 
those appearing in our magazine 


Model Boats. Each drawing is very well 
detailed and includes’ very’ useful 
colour notes. All classes of vessel are 
covered from Fast Patrol or Gunboats 
up to Fleet Auxiliaries, and, of course, 
the Carrier book includes such favour- 
ites as the original ‘Ark Royal’ through 
the various aircraft depot ships of the 
early 20s and the lean between-wars 
period to the powerful units of the 
British Pacific Fleet and sacirie with 
the present day Commando arrier. 
Drawings back up some superb photo- 
graphs and for pure photogenics a ship 
at sea somehow has a beauty all of its 
own, and this is very apparent when 
studying both these excellent books. 
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SCALE MODELS 


One of the most important factors in 
the development of the Armoured 
Fighting Vehicle has been the constant 
and consistent testing and evaluation of 
the world’s armour. The Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Grounds in the U.S.A. must be one 
of the most advanced bases for this type 
of study and there can be few armour 
enthusiasts who have not at one time 
or another dreamed of spending a few 
weeks there with full access to their 
documents and equipment. This is, of 
course, beyond the hopes of any of us, 
but Messrs. WE Incorporated of Old 
Greenwich, Conn., U.S.A., have at 
least been able to present us with 
a most useful publication based upon 
the reports emanating from this estab- 
lishment. The title Tank Data (Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds’ series) is 
now available from Messrs. lan Allan 
Limited, Terminal House, Shepperton, 
Middlesex at 75/-d. plus postage. 

This is a large book in hard covers 
with a colourful paper jacket and con- 
tains two hundred and forty-one pages 
of ‘tank data’. The bulk of the AFV’s 
covered are those of the W.W.II 
period but one or two examples of 
W.W.1 and between wars period tanks 
are also included. The contents are 
split into eight sections, Britain (19 
types), Czechoslovakia (1), France (7), 

ermany (39), Italy (5), Japan 3}: 
Soviet Russia (4) and U.S.A. (51). 
Each weapon is described in a page of 


text which includes such information 
as dimensions, weights, armament, 
number in crew, power unit details, 


range, and similar relevant details, to- 
gether with remarks by the _ editors 
such as (against the Char 1935 S 
Somua) ‘First Tank with all-cast turret 
and hull. Only the German PzKpfw Iv 
with its short 75 mm. gun could de- 
feat this tank during 1940’. |In addition 
to the major version of the tank also 
included are details of variants on 
similar chassis such as S.P. Guns, ‘Fun- 
nies’, etc., and all of these are illus- 
trated with a full-page photograph. Most 
of the illustrations are from the archives 
of the Aberdeen Proving Grounds and 
thus are sharp and clear, offering the 
modeller excellent guidance to detail- 
ing, etc. 

Essentially a reference book rather 
than a work of historical value, this is 
another publication which once pur- 
chased becomes a_ standard reference 
for quick recognition of a _ particular 


type. 


Airbook source 


When we recently mentioned the 
friendly welcome afforded to visitors to 
Beaumont Aviation Literature by ‘mine 
host’ Jack Beaumont we received a 
very amusing letter from Wing Com- 
mander F. E. F. Prince, RAF Rtd., of 
Fidlers Hall, Eashing, Godalming, Sur- 
rey, who also enclosed a =aPy. of 
his current book Catalogue. Wing Com- 
mander Prince deals with second hand 
and rare aviation books and also pro- 
vides an excellent ‘search service’ — cer- 
tainly some of the titles listed in his 
Catalogue No. 11 are indeed rare and 
eagerly sought after. To find out more 
about his stocks and range of titles 
available, send a 2/- P.O. for his cur- 
rent Catalogue. If you become what is 
termed an ‘old’ customer you will ap- 
parently receive future issues of the 
Catalogue free. Certainly if you like 
rare titles or are seeking a _ particu- 
larly hard to find book on any aspect of 
aviation and having difficulty, we sug- 
gest that you include Wing Com- 
mander Prince in your search list. 

The latest PROFILE PUBLICATIONS 
(Modeltoys, 246 Kingston Road, Ports- 
mouth, Hants, 5s. plus p. & p.), are 
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Number 209 and 210. The former is by 
M. J. F. Bowyer and is for the MOS- 
QUITO Mk. IV, while the latter covers 
the MITSUBISHI G4M series ‘BETTY’ 
JAPANESE BOMBER and OHKA Bomb, 
also priced at 5s. 

That on the Mosquito IV is somewhat 
disappointing, as this particular variant 
has been so well covered in the book 
‘Mosquito’ (by M. J. Bowyer and Mar- 
tin C. Sharp: Faber 84s.), and very 
little that is new is apparent in this 
particular Profile. Artwork by Thomas 
Brittain consists of a centre spread 
with a five view coloured drawing of 
DK331 of 109 Squadron RAF, together 
with a further four side views of other 
representative Mk. IV's. Unfortunately, 
the reproduction is not all that it 
could be and the colours bear little 
resemblance to those used on _ the 
Original machines. For the sake of con- 
tinuity this particular volume is wel- 
come, but we would hope that sub- 
sequent series of variants will come 
later to provide a more interesting and 
little less known selection of photo- 
graphs and colour detail. 

Profile Number 210, covering the 
‘Betty’ series of Japanese bombers 
together with the Ohka Bomb, written 
by Rene J. Francillon Ph.D, makes fas- 
Cinating reading, the text being ably 
supported by many new and previously 
unpublished photographs of these 
machines. The centre spread colour 
artwork by Messrs. Brittain and Hadler 
is for a Navy Type 1 Attack Bomber 
Model 24J (G4M2e) of the 721st Koku- 
tai, Tomitaka, March 1943. The five 
views of the Betty, together with five 
views of the Ohka bomb — including 
two showing it mounted in the bomb- 
bay of the parent aircraft-— are very 
good indeed and an ideal guide for the 
modeller. 

The latter section of the book gives 
a comparative table of performances 
between allied Bombers which were 
in a similar category to the Betty and 
also provides listings of units and the 
bases from which they operated 1941- 
1945. A_ fascinating account of the 
technical and operational career of 
the type is rounded off by a very use- 
ful breakdown listing all Betty variants 
together with relevant information ex- 
plaining the differences between the 
numerous types and sub-types devel- 
oped from the original design. 


New series 


The name of Peter M. Bowers is well 
known, as is that of Paul R. Matt, for 
many books on American aviation, and 
these two author/researchers have com- 
bined their talents to produce the first 
of a new series of ‘Aircraft Photo 
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Album(s)’ Vol. 1 (W. E. Hersant Ltd., 
228 Archway Road, Highgate, London 
N.6, price 31s. post free). This is a 
large, soft covered publication which 
is made up of fifty-six pages, each 
containing excellent photographs of 
American aircraft, ranging from. the 
Breguet biplanes of W.W.1 up to the 
P-80 Shooting Stars and _ T-33 jet 
trainers. 


The selection of the photographs is 
somewhat puzzling, as some, such as 
those of the famous NC (Nancy) Fly- 
ing Boats as used by the U.S. Navy 
are excellent, but then one comes 
across a page of rather mediocre shots 
of captured enemy aircraft in spurious 
markings, most of which are so well 
known as to be inexcusably repetitive 


‘Marking Goofs’ consists of nine 
prints of captured German. aircraft, 
some of which show the many spurious 
markings that were applied for various 
reasons after the war, plus two shots, 
of a FW190A-5 and a 109G-0 in ‘stan- 
dard’ markings which are presumably 
to show as a comparison the errors on 
the remaining prints. A photo montage 
on the Hughes XF-11 is interesting, per- 
haps completely new and so remote 
that few European readers would be 


particularly interested in this machine, 
which, after all, did very little and was 
no progenitor of a later famous mach- 
ine. . . though one must admit it was 
a streamlined beauty. 
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include new decals, the Super 
Sabre being in alternative French 
or Danish Air Force insignia. The 
Harrier in Operational R.A.F. 
Squadron markings, the F./02 in 
those of the 32nd Fighter Intercep-

Both Messrs AIRFIX = and 
REVELL (GB) are producing new 
catalogues for 1970. Jones Bros. of 
Chiswick, were kind enough to 
send us copies in case we'd missed 
them so, obviously, they have 
them in stock at 2/- and 2/6. 

One of our AMERICAN corre- 
spondents managed a remarkably 
quick visit to the CHICAGO TOY 
FAIR and reports as follows :-— 


‘REVELL showed similar new 
releases as those seen or listed at 
BRIGHTON, but their American 
1970 Catalogue includes one or 
two new kits not listed in the 
REVELL (GB) Publication. These 
are P-38J Lightning to 1/32 scale 
in the markings of American “ace” 
Richard Bong, also the 1/32 scale 
helicopter kit, Hughes Cayuse gun 
ship. The P-38 is due for May re- 
lease in the USA, but no dates 
were given for the Cayuse heli- 
copter kit. Their catalogue also in- 
cludes the Jolly Green Giant Heli-

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copter. Again no release date 
quoted to 1/72 scale. 

Another new motor bike kit to 
1/8 scale is Kawasaki Mach III 
for July release and another new 
space figure is a /0in. High Astro- 
naut on the Moon kit, also March 
release. 

The release dates quoted are 
those for the American Market and 
apply to those models not shown 
in the Revell (GB) catalogue. 


MONOGRAM had no new air- 
craft on show or listed, but three 
new Warship kits were announced: 
USS John F. Kennedy Carrier, the 
USS Brooke Guided’ Missile 
Destroyer-Escort and USS Halsey 
Guided Missile Frigate, each kit 
is priced at 2 dollars USA and are 
16 inches long, which suggests that 
they are not constant scale. 


Armour from MONOGRAM in- 
cludes forthcoming kits of : Panzer 
PzKw IV H/L and ‘Wirbelwind’ 
Flak Tank (on PzKw IV chassis), to- 
gether with a Stu.G.IV-—G Assault 
Gun. These kits will apparently in- 
clude optional battle-damaged parts 
and also crew figures. Scale is 1 / 32. 
Release dates are not definite, but 
the Assault Gun kit is scheduled 
for July. 


HAWK apparently had no new 
kits on show at all, neither did 
LINDBERG. PYRO Plastic Corp. 
showed the Gloster Gladiator, 
Bristol Bulldog and other kits 
which were originally produced by 
Messrs INPACT of _ England. 
PYRO have now taken over the 
dies and tools for these kits and 
all will be in production under the 
PYRO label.” (Report by Major 
T. F. Ellis (USAAF Rtd). 

As announced at the BRIGH- 
TON TOY FAIR the very latest 
release from AIRFIX in their 


REVELL’S magnificent kit of the YAMAHA GRAND PRIX 
MOTOR BIKE 1/12 scale, and their 24 in. long racing yacht 
‘AMERICA’, two fine new models. 
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range of 1/72 scale Aircraft is a 
superb kit of the Focke Wulf FW 
189 artillery observation aircraft. 
This is a boxed SERIES 2 kit; 
price 4/3d. and has always been a 
modelmakers’ favourite. 


Moulded in medium grey plastic 
the surface detailing is very neatly 
done with no flash whatsoever and 
all parts fit remarkably well. 
The assembly is quite straightfor- 
ward, but, obviously, care must be 
taken when fitting the finely de- 
tailed cockpit and rear fuselage 
transparencies as, in this particular 
machine, these large glazed areas 
make up nearly 50 per cent of the 
fuselage pod. 


The transparences are cleanly 
moulded with flattened cockpit 
framework standing only slightly 
proud from the main transparency 
thus making painting a fairly 
simple matter and ensuring that 
the canopy frame lining has sharp 
edges. Interior detail is minimal 
consisting of a pilot and gunner’s 
seat complete with two machine 
guns, used for protection of the 
rear of the aircraft. However, the 
pilot’s seat, combined with armour 
plate head rest and the control 
column, together with crew figures 
do ‘fill’ the cockpit interior suffici- 
ently to the point that the missing 
instrument panels and consoles are 
not too conspicuous by _ their 
absence. 


The undercarriage is as near to 
scale thickness and detail as one 
could expect and the whole kit 
makes up into a pleasing repre- 
sentation of this attractive, if un- 
usual, aeroplane. 


The instruction sheet is made u 
of five ‘exploded’ views, all of wick 
provide a simple guide to assembly 
and the camouflage pattern draw- 





‘ > . 
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ings and colouring details are also 
accurate, the ‘splinter’ pattern be- 
ing correct for the FW 189 series 
of machines. The cockpit interior 
of the model should be RLM Grey 
02 with black-green seats and arm- 
our plate while the insides of the 
wheels wells together with the 
undercarriage struts and oleo legs 
are RLM Grey 02. Wheel hubs are 
semi-gloss black, including that for 
the tailwheel. 

Decals are provided for a ma- 
chine of 1 Staffel, 1 Gruppe (H)31, 
an Eastern Front based _ Re- 
connaisance Gruppe and __in- 
cludes the yellow fuselage identifi- 
cation bands. However, the under- 
sides of the wing tips must be 
painted yellow to match these, as 
is indicated on the instruction 
sheet. This is a most welcome kit 
of a little publicised but important 
aeroplane used in fairly large num- 
bers by the Luftwaffe for tactical 
reconnaisance and _ close-support 
duties, in fact it must have been 
one of the first twin engined STOL 
machines of the period! 

As announced at BRIGHTON 
the REVELL 1/32nd scale Junkers 
JU87B Stuka kit is just becoming 
available and we were fortunate 
enough to obtain an advance set 
of mouldings for this kit from 
which we made up the model illus- 
trated. 

The kit is moulded in very light 
grey plastic of good quality and 
although the surface rivet and 
panel detailing is rather coarse one 
can sand this down to reduce the 
rather over-detailed exterior mould- 
ings. The instruction sheet is divided 
into eight separate assembly opera- 
tions and each stage is clearly illus- 
trated and includes painting detail 
instructions. 

The cockpit is made up with a 








floor to which are added side 
‘walls’ upon which the various con- 
soles and controls are engraved to 
which is then added the very neat 
and accurate pilots and gunners 
seats, together with control column 
and rear-mounted machine gun. 


The fuselage halves are strength- 
ened during assembly by adding 
the forward firewall bulkhead as 
provided with the kit and this 
forms the main support for the 
engine mounts and engine unit. 
The cowling is made up of two 
slim extensions moulded integrally 
with the fuselage halves and the 
top and lower cowling panels are 
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REVELL’s 1/32nd 
scale Junkers Ju. 
87B in close-up, 
showing engine 
and cockpit detail. 
The rather garish 
fuselage markings 
are correct for this 
particular Ju.87B 
from 6 = Staffel/Il 
Gruppe  SG.2- 
‘IMMELMANN’,. 


detachable as on the real machine 
thus one can paint and similarly 
add detail to the engine mouldings 
as supplied in the kit and this can 
be ‘exposed’ by removing these 
top and bottom cowling pieces. 
The lower cowling includes a sepa- 
rately moulded radiator grill mesh, 
thus when the cowling is shown in 
the ‘closed’ (assembled) position 
there are no unsightly gaps or ori- 
fice showing, and when ‘opened’ 
with cowl panels removed, the 
interior detailing thus exposed 
looks most realistic. 


The cockpit canopies are excel- 
lent, being crystal clear and the 
framework is sufficiently raised to 
enable one to paint these without 
running over on to the ‘clear’ 
areas of the glazing. The forward 
and rear canopies are meant to 
slide as on the real machine thus 
they are slightly overscale in width 
but this is not unduly noticeable. 





There is also a downward vision 
window which fits underneath the 
pilot’s rudder bar and also landing 
light covers are provided for the 
leading edge of the wings. External 
detail includes dive brakes and the 
crew entry steps on each side of 
the fuselage as well as trailing 
aerial mast. 


Unfortunately, no accurate scale 
drawings appear to exist of this 
particular version of the Junkers 
Ju.87B; but comparison of the com- 
pleted model with photographs of 
the real machine suggests one or 
two slight discrepancies. The 
undercarriage mouldings and shape 
of the spats is somewhat oversize 
and too curved on the undersides 
of the rear of the spat behind the 
wheel area. However, we suggest 
that you compare your model of 
the 87B with any available photo- 
graphs and see what you think. 
One definite error is the size of the 
tailwheel provided, this, in fact, 
equals the diameter of the entire 
hub only, to which one must add

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the ‘tyre’ area as well, but one 
could perhaps find a suitable re- 
placement for this from your 
spares bits box of 1/72 scale air- 
craft wheels. Decals are accurate, 
including the colourful snake 
motif, St.G. 2 Immelman used this 
eye catching marking on their air- 
craft flying both in North Africa 
and also on other machines of 
different Gruppen when flying on 
the Eastern, Russian front. 

This kit is certainly a most wel- 
come one and even if built straight 
from the box makes up into a plea- 
sing model that certainly has the 
‘sit’ of the Ju87B8s, but we know 
of several of our more expert 
modeller readers have plans for 
super detailing and we hope to 
feature an article with hints and 
tips as to how to do this in due 
course. At 18/6d. this is remark- 
able value for money and certainly 
worthy of close scrutiny. 

A. A. HALES have a vast new 
range of plastics, reviews of which 
will follow next month; but first 


we deal with the novel musical 
range. 
The latest of the NICHIMO 


musical kits is a 1/10th scale Yamaha 
conservatory grand piano. The kit 
contains about 90 pieces including 
screws and screwdriver and it is very 
easy to assemble. The ‘works’ of the 
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piano are supplied printed on a piece 
of sticky-backed paper; this might 
displease some modellers, but the kit 
could be used as a framework for a 
more complicated model using tips 
from Charles Woodland’s series. The 
piano has many interesting features 
including working hinges, a music 
rest with a sheet of music and a 
clockwork mechanism that produces 
tinkling Japanese music when the lid 
of the piano is lifted. Unfortunately, 
the keyboard cover has to be glued 
open and it would be difficult to 
rectify this, although the manu- 
facturers could have done so. 

The black plastic of the kit ts 
excellent and it gives a good impres- 
sion of highly polished wood and in 
view of this fact and the inclusion of 
the musical box, the relatively high 
price of 92/6d. is justified. 


Another of the new range of 
Musical Instruments from NICHI- 
MO is their Electronic Pick Guitar. 
The kit comprises guitar, stand, 
amplifier and floral display, all 
attractively fixed on a black stand. 

The plastic kit proves to be an 
attractive model for the musician 
while the detail provides the 
modeller with some satisfying and 
intricate work. The instruction is 
easy to follow and together with 
the colour picture, provided enough 
detail for the non-musician although

a knowledge of the instrument is 
an advantage. 

The guitar stand and amplifier 
are simple to assemble, however, 
the stringing of the guitar at the 
required tension proves the most 
difficult part as the wire is of 
necessity fine and brittle. The pegs 
which hold the strings need atten- 
tion before they will fit accurately. 

The whole makes a pleasing dis- 
play for the musician and the 
modeller. 


Never a month goes by without 
a new item from RICHARD 
KOHNSTAM’s agencies. 

The latest Formula 1 racing car 
from TAMIYA is the Matra MS11 
which had a short and too successful 
career. The 1/ 12th model is in pre- 
coloured plastic, including the 
chroming of parts of the engine so 
that very little painting is required. 
Instructions are clear, being com- 
pletely in diagram form, although 
written instructions would be use- 
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ful for the fuel injection engine 
which contains over a third of the 
300-odd parts. The car is superbly 
detailed and has many features, 
including working steering, suspen- 
sion with actual coil springs and 
the tyres are made from a special 
plastic which gives the appear- 
ance and feel of pneumatic tyres. 
The car is supplied with three sets 
of numbers and two sets of decals, 
one for J. Stewart, who did not 
actually drive the M.S.11 in a race 
and one for J.-P. Beltoise, who 
came second in the 1968 Dutch 
Grand Prix in it. 

The kit is motorised, which is 
not really necessary for a kit of 
this quality but it does not detract 
from the all-round excellence of 
the model, which sells at 79/11. 


The Tupolev TU 144 S.S.T. by 
NITTO of Japan is now available 
from Richard Kohnstam Limited, 
Price 19/1ld. The very striking 
box art illustrates CCCP-68001 and 
the markings for this are included 
on the decal sheet included in the 
kit. Moulded in white plastic are 
two fuselage halves into which the 
two (upper and lower halves) wing 
unit fits. A very full undercarriage 
is provided together with all 
twenty-six wheels or should one 
wish to display the model at an ‘in 
flight’ attitude a sturdy, well de- 
signed stand is also provided. A

very simiple kit but one that fits 
well into any collection of model 
airliners. The oddest feature, 
though, is that the scale of the 
model is quoted on the box top as 
1/132 but in truth the scale is 
exactly 1/144th, making this an 
ideal comparative companion to 
the 1/144 model of the ‘Jumbo’ or 
similar airliner models. It is the 
only kit of the TU 144 as yet avail- 
able to a scale comparable to those 
for other airliners and it is a good, 
accurate model when made up. 
The decals are acceptable but it is 
a simple matter to use Sellotape or 
similar masking material to apply 
the thin blue trim as seen on the 
box art and one may then care- 
fully polish the white areas of the 
plastic on the model, thus obviat- 
ing the use of white paint, which 
somehow rarely seems to be a suc- 
cess when applied on_ smaller 
models—we hope that Messrs. 
Kohnstam will be importing other 
kits of airliners as manufactured 
by NITTO, these include the Con- 
corde and Jumbo jets so we are 
told, and they would make excel- 
lent display models alongside this 
TU 144.

20mm Crimean War Game figures available from 
DOUGLAS MINIATURES are a mounted Cossack, 
and a Cannon and Limber with Cossack crew. These 
are average war game figures, at an average price of 
6/- for two mounted figures per box, 6/- for Cannon 
and Limber, and 5/- for four Artillery crew per box. 
The prices quoted are for the unpainted castings. 

The Douglas 54mm figures have a lot of potential. 
The Highland Clansman, which was the first of the 
range has its main fault in the far too heavy under- 
cutting of belts, and overlapping clothing — which 
would appear to be the bane of the smaller manufac- 
turer. The main criticism comes in the poor fit of the 
plug on arms, which for a person using adhesive 


could give a little trouble. A good paint job could 
make this a pleasing figure. At 14/1ld. they may be 
a little high priced, but they are presented well in a 
stout cardboard box, and it must be hard to keep 
prices down with the amount of Purchase Tax put on 
these figures. I think that we will be seeing much im- 
proved stuff from Douglas Miniatures in the future, 
and more are already with us for attention next 
month.
